"The m ost heroic deed perform ed 
by a private soldier from th is sec­ 
tion th a t cam e under my observa­ 
tion' during the war," said C aptain 
W N. Jones, of W illiam sport, who 
com m anded Com pany D, One H u n ­ 
ched and S ixth Pennsylvania vol­ 
unteers, “was perform ed by a coun­ 
try boy nam ed P eter Scheik, who 
enlisted in Com pany D, in 1861, a 
lad of 18. 
“It was on th e th ird day at G et­ 
tysburg and Peter was on the sk ir­ 
m ish line just in th e rear of the 
house in w hich Jennie W ade, the 
only resident of the quaint old vil­ 
lage to m eet d eath in th e heroic 
J struggle th a t m ade th e nam e of 
G ettysburg im m ortal, was killed by 
I a rebel bullet while engaged in the 
peaceful 
occupation 
of 
baking 
bread— W e were some 400 or 500 
yards fu rth er up the hill, behind 
a low stone wall, w ith 
our 
left 
resting on th e B altim ore pike. B e­ 
tween us and the skirm ish line was 
an orchard, which has since been 
turned into a reservoir from w hich 
the town gets its w ater supply. 
Rebel S harpshooters 
“Every house an d every point of 
vantage in the village was occupied 
by rebel sharpshooters who were 
keeping up a n incessant and gall­ 
ing fire on our lines. 
Skirm ishers 
found it hot wmrk and rapidly d e­ 
pleted 
th eir 
scant stock of am ­ 
m unition. 
W hen the word cam e 
down th e line th a t th e am m uni­ 
tion was becom ing scarce 
Scheik 
volunteered to go back to th e lines 
and secure a supply. 
"As he started back through the 
orchard on th e ru n he was the ta r ­ 
get for every rebel sharpshooter in 
the vicinity and passed th rough as 
lively a hail of bullets as any m an 
ever cared to dodge, but reached 
our lines and jum ped th e wall u n ­ 
harm ed. 
"I went up to him , where he lay 
panting on the ground and asked 
if he was wounded. 
“ W a it 
until I get my b reath ,’ 
said Scheik. We are out of am m u­ 
nition.’ 
"W hen he recovered his wind he 
buckled hts belt over his blouse 
and, buttoning it up, stuffed the 
spare between coat and body 
of cartridges. 
He also 
filled 


am id a leaden welcome from the 
enem y’s sharpshooters. He reached 
the line w ith his dangerous burden, 
and, craw ling along, delivered to 
each m an hts quota of the m uch- 
need cartridges. 
“W ith th eir am m unition 
supply 
th u s renewed, the skirm ishers who 
were acting as sharpshooters also, 
w'ere able to resum e the offensive 
and held the line the entire day. 
Scheik Risks Life Again 
“A t 
M ine 
R un,” 
said 
C aptain 
Jones, “on Decem ber I. 1863, we 
were 
cam ped 
in 
th e 
im m ediate 
front of the rebels and 
about 
9 
o’clock th a t night it was decided 
to quietly fall back from th e pres­ 
ence of the enemy, wfho was m uch 
stronger th a n our brigade, and to 
keep him in ignorance of our m ove­ 
m ents as long as possible. 
A vol­ 
u nteer detail of eight 
m en. 
two 
from each regim ent, was asked for. 
who were to rem ain behind and 
keep fires brightly burning until 3 
o ’clock next m orning, if not cap­ 
tured or driven off in the m ean- I 
tim e by th e rebels. 
"I was on headquarters duty at 
the tim e and when one of th e m en 
from the 106th declined to run the 
great risk entailed 
by

behind, afte r it had been graphical- , 
ly set fo rth by the com m anding of­ 
ficer, the la tte r turned to m e and 
said: 
‘C aptain,

CARRIES ON 


Many 
Detectives 
Continue 
Trail of Kidnappers of 
Babe 2 Years A^o. 


New York, March 2 (AP)—Two 
years ago Thursday night the world 
gasped. 
Charles A. Lindbergh, Jr., 
was kidnaped. 
Seventy-two days later the baby's 
body, buried in a shallow grave, 
was found near its famous parents’ 
Sourland mountain estate and a 
relentless search for 
the 
slayers 
started. 
Today the picked detectives of 
several oi the nations greatest law 
enforcement agencies still are en­ 
gaged 
tirelessly in tracing clues, 
searching for the mysterious "John” 
who was paid $50,000 ransom. 
The case is in the hands of the 
department of justice. . In addition 
squads of New Jersey state troop­ 
ers under Captain John L. Lamb 
and New York City detectives un­ 
der Inspector John Lyons are work­ 
ing on it. 
The ransom money is said to be 
the most important clue the police 
j have. The numbers of the ransom 
I notes, $5, $10 and $20 bills, were re- 
j tained by Colonel Lindbergh, and
